Law of Gravity Is better adapted for holding the Parts 
of each Body in a proper Union, while it perpetuates 
the Motions in the great Syftem about the Sun, and 
preferves the Revolutions in the lefler Syftems nearly 
regular i and the Author concludes with obfcrving, 
that a remarkable geometrical Simplicity is often 
found in the Conclufions that are derived from it.
